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Pole  buildings  are  suitable  for  many  uses.  The 
building  illustrated  is  39  feet  wide  and  60  feet  long, 
and  has  a  clearance  of  13  feet  at  the  eaves.  Length 
may  be  varied  in  units  of  15  feet.  The  ridge  line  is 
centered  between  the  interior  pole  rows. 

This  structure  is  designed  to  withstand  the  snow 
and  wind  loads  (except  tornadoes)  that  occur  in 
the  farming  areas  of  the  United  States.
